Ike Vows to Clear Appointments With GOP 


Policy Shows 
No Reversal-* 
Taf t Asserts 


But GOP Senator 
Thinks Some' 
Were Not Okayed 


NEW YORK—(£>)—Senate 


GOP leaders said President- 
elect Eisenhower "fully 
agreed" today to clear all fed- 
eral appointive jobs in the fu- 
ture with Republican mem- 
bers of congress. 


Sen. 
Knowland of 
California, 


chairman of the Senate Republi- 
can Policy Committee, said after 
a conference with Eisenhower that 
the general h'ad "fully agreed to 
follow the customary practice" of 
checking appointments with GOP 
lawmakers. 


"No Reversal" 


Sen. Taft of Ohio, the Senate 


majority leader, said Eisenhower's 
agreement to do this represented 
"no reversal" of policy on his part, 
but the Ohioan added that the ar- 
rangement had helped to dispel 
confusion regarding the handling 
of job patronage. 


Knowland, Taft and Sen. Milli- 


kin of Colorado, chairman of the 
conference of all Republican sen- 
ators, spent about an hour and a 
half with the President-elect. 


They came in advance of Eisen- 


hower's first meeting with his en- 
tire Cabinet. Also scheduled to sit 
at the Cabinet-. confercnce~were 
Vice President-elect Nixon and 
other top officials of the incoming 
administration. 


There have been recurring com- 


plaints by GOP members of Con- 
gress that the Eisenhower head- 
quarters was not consulting them 
in advance regarding federal job 
appointments. 


' Session "Friendly" 


After today's meeting with Ei- 


senhower, Knowland told a new 
conference that the session had 
been "friendly and cooperative" 
and that there was a genuine ef- 
fort "to get a meeting of minds." 


Knowland said the agreement 


reached calls for clearing with sen- 
ators all jobs which require Sen- 
ate confirmation. In addition, he 
said, other unspecified appointive 
jobs would be checked through sen- 
atorial channels. 


It was the second time senate 


GOP leaders had conferred with Ei- 
senhower in an effort to iron out 
patronage problems. 


Possibly Some 


Asked whether the two confer- 


ences had been prompted by fail- 
ure to clear some appointments 
with Congress members, Taft re- 
plied: "I think there were some 
that were not cleared." 


A reporter said Taft apparently 


had been quite disturbed about the 
way patronage was being handled, 
and asked the senator whether he 
was happier about it after today's 
conference. 


Taft replied that 
"disturbed" 


wasn't the word—that he simply 
had been concerned about proce- 
dure to be followed.

grand jury probe of the U. S. 
international oil industry a~nd 
substitute for it a civil suit. 


The Post said it had learned on 


high authority that the National 
Security Council, which is headed 
by the president, had recommend- 
ed that the Justice department call 
off the grand jury investigation, 
now in its preliminary stages. 


Plan Civil Suit 


"At the same time," the news- 


paper continued, "a key govern- 
ment official said he was informed 
that President Truman has adopt- 
ed the recommendation and will 
direct the attorney general to dis- 
miss the criminal proceeding and 
substitute a civil injunction suit." 


The newspaper said such a suit 


would ask for a court order direct- 
ing the oil companies to comply 
strictly with the-antitrust laws. 


The White House, the Justice de- 


partment and the National Secur- 
ity Council declined to comment 
on the Post's report. 


May Damage U.S. 


The Post said it has learned that 


the council made its decision Fri- 
day, basing it upon "evidence that 
the global interests of the U. S. 
would 
be jeopardized 
by dis- 


closures to be made to the grand 
jury or at the subsequent trial." 


The grand jury investigation was 


ordered after the completion ,of a 
Federal Trade Commission report 
which alleged that seven oil, com- 
panies had carved up the world's 
oil reserves, supplies and markets 
with the aim of fixing high prices.

from 


Tuesday. 
Richard M. Nixon will 


then be vice president and presid- 
ing officer in the Senate.

Chop Out the Dcadwood 


The fantastic budget offered by the outgoing president 
certainly be drastically cut by the incoming Republican 


administration and the congress, and it should be. Very 
dkely President Truman knew it would .when he presented 
his figures and with malice aforethought suggested this great 
sxpenditure so that in the next campaign the Democratic 
candidates will have some ammunition to throw at the Re- 
publican party in the way of criticism for measures that have 
not been accomplished because of lack of funds that the Re- 
publicans cut from the budget. 


We cannot be stingy or short-sighted on expenditures 


for defense of this nation, but we are confident that as presi- 
ient, Eisenhower will know where extravagance and waste

ices. Billions can be squeezed out of the overstuffed budget 
to the benefit of the taxpayers and the national debt without 
damage to the efficiency of the armed forces. 


Hundreds of thousands of unnecessary free-riders on the 


Far flung government 
projects costing box-car figures can be delayed until the tax- 
payer is better able to carry the burden. 


In Springfield, the new governor, William G. Stratton, 


may be expected to go along on this same line of economy 
jompatible with efficiency. That is his aim and we predict 
that he will be-able to do it and that the day of rising tax 
costs is at an end. 
Police Action Now a Full-Scale War 


When the Korean war started, President Truman called 


It a police action. Few men would have the temerity to 
apply that name to it now. In terms of casualties and eco- 
nomic cost, Korea has been a full-scale conflict. 


U. S. News & World Report recently ran a lengthy arti- 


cle on that war, in which it dealt with the problem of what 
President-elect Eisenhower may be able to do to end it. First 
of all, the bare statistics are staggering and horrifying—espe- 
cially so when we consider that the war is now 100 per cent 
stalemated and nothing resembling victory is in sight. Allied 
losses total 294,000, of which United States forces suffered 
128,000, South Korea 155,000 and other nations 11,000. By 
comparison, the United States had 105,000 casualties during 
the first two-and-a-half years of the Pacific phase of World 
War II—less than for the comparable period of the Korean 
war.

Measured in mony, the direct cost to us of the Korean 


conflict has passed the $15,000,000,000 mark, and the indirect 
cost has been tremendous. Measured 'in materiel, we have 
shipped more than 12,200,'000 tons of gas and oil to Korea, 
and over 20,300,000 tons of munitions, trucks and other sup- 
plies. 


U. S. News summarized the alternatives that, in the opin- 


ion of military leaders, will confront President Eisenhower in 
his search for an end to the war. First, the scope of the war 
can be extended, with bombing of Manchuria, a blockade of 
China and so on, in a mighty effort to win a decisive military 
victory. Second, the war can still be confined to Korea but 
stepped up in intensity, with the objective of pushing the 
Communist forces to the very end of the peninsula. Third, 
Nationalist Chinese forces, from Formosa, could land in 
China proper and create a major diversion. Fourth, during 
a period of time (the military say it would take several years) 
south Korean forces could be built up and trained to take 
over—a solution which General Eisenhower has mentioned. 
Fifth, other Asiatic troops might be employed within Korea 
—Japanese, Filipinos, and Nationalist Chinese. Sixth, we 
could withdraw entirely from Korea, which is the least likely 
alternative of all, in the lights of the views of the Eisenhower- 
Dulles team. Lastly a solution based on two or more of these 
possibilities might be tried.

U. S. News speculated whether. Eisenhower would con- 


sider General MacArthur's plan for winning the war. This 
was a bold, far-reaching concept, which included the bomb- 
ing of Manchuria, a Nationalist Chinese invasion of the main- 
land of China, a blockade of the China coast, and the arming 
and supplying of anti-red guerillas within China. Argument 
in favor is that this, vigorously enough prosecuted, could 
bring Red China to her knees. Argument against is that it 
could mark the start of a third global war. 


There is one point that is undouubtedly in the forefront 


of Eisenhower's mind and the minds of his aides—and it is 
a point which many people seem to overlook. U. S. News 
put it this way: "Korea is only a part of a bigger conflict in 


1 East-West relations. Its solution, to be successful, must not 
compromise the West's future chances in Indo-China, Malaya, 
Europe, in the U. N., in any war that may lie ahead." This 
is a tremendous complication indeed. 


Kefauver's Runningo 


Among the Democrats there still seems to be a lot of 


uncertainty as to who will hold the party reins in the next 
four years. But there is virtually no doubt about one thing: 
Senator Kefauver of Tennessee is running hard for the presi- 
dential nomination in 1956. 


As a matter of fact, the senator got away from the post 


fairly early on the night of Nov. 4. Soon after it became evi- 
dent that Governor Stevenson, who beat him out at Chicago 
for the 1952 nomination, was in for a licking, Kefauver started 
circulating about among his party colleagues, shaking hands, 
passing a word or two. The large collection of influential 
party men at the Washington headquarters spelled oppor-

believe that ice water is not too 
deferable because of its affect on 
the stomach. 
If files are

source of trouble in the school- 
room, some other method should 
be sought to uct rid of them or 
keep them out.

Monday is bridge lesson day, and 


as usual I will discuss bidding ac- 
cording to the point-count method 
so that beginners and average play- 
ers can see how the experts bid. 
Just in case you're not familiar 
with the point-count, here it is: 
count 4 points for each ace in your 
hand; 3 for each king; 2 for each 
queen; 1 for each jack. 


There are 10 points in each suit, 


and 40 points in the entire deck. 
You and 
your partner 
usually 


need 26 points to make a game; 
33 points for a small slam; 37 for 
a grand slam. 


In today's hand South's opening 


bid of one no-trump shows bal- 
anced distribution, stoppers in at 
least three suits, and a count of 
16 to 18 points. 
North can well 


afford to raise to three no-trump 
with a count of 10 points. 
North 


knows that the combined count is 
between 26 and 28 points, which 
is ample for game but not enough 
for slam. 


Possession of the right count 


does not necessarily make the 
game contract for you. It is still 
necessary to play the cards proper- 
ly- 


In the case of today's hand, 


South must make the correct play 
at the first trick. He must play low 
from dummy and win with the 
ace of spades in the South hand. 
South now leads one of the minor 
suits, and West takes the ace at 
once. 


West 
continues 
spades, 
and 


South must finesse the jack. 
For 


all South can tell, West may be 
leading from a long suit headed 
by the queen of spades, in which 
case the finesse will succeed. If 
the finesse loses, and if East can 
continue the suit, the spades will 
then break 4-3, and the defenders 
can take at most two spade tricks 
and two aces.

Pegler Points Out That New York, Is Not Only Broke 


But Is "Practically Bankrupt"

The City of New York ia not only broke but practically bankrupt 


Nevertheless the mayor has just given 'the entire payroll of employes, 
with certain exceptions, three whole days off with full pay in addition te 
the three regular legal holidays of the season, Thanksgiving, Chriatmai 
and New Year's day. Thfse all fell on Thursdays 
and the mayor generously decided that the employes 
should not be bothered to report for work 'on the en- 
suing Fridays, meaning a series of three lay-offs of 
four "days each. The mayor is a friendly incompe- 
tent with absolutely no professional qualifications for 
his job. Last fall, when the A. F. of L. was holding 
its annual grand consistory of thieves, extortioners 
and leg-breakers, the mayor, according to quaint 
custom, went before the boss racketeers to- pay a 
city's homage and announced with servile .joy that 
some 55,0000 city employes who were now working 
«-«tbn»k rtn«r 


48 hours a week would henceforth work only 44 ^nd.that those who were 
doing 44 hours now would soon go on a 40-hour schedule. If there ar« 
55,000'employes getting an average pay of $10 a day, which would be 
about right as a rough guess, the mayor gave away $1,650,000 of th« 
tax-payers' money in the form of unearned pay for those three .Fri- 
days. This was good' of him, to be sure, but a little rough on the pro- 
ductive or non-parasitic toilers in private hire. When a city is broke, 
even a trifle of $1,630,000 should not be despised. However,"Harrj 
Truman had already given the wnole staff of Washington parasites a 
special day off when General Eisenhower went down to confer with 
him and had promised them another day's pay free on inauguration day. 


So the mayor's largesse was not 


unique but rather typical of a state 
of mind. Mussolini and Hitler did 
that, too, but with the difference 
that they drove their people hard 
between rejoicings and got their 
money's worth out of their rank 
and file, at least. We don't know 
how much of our money Truman 
thus earmarked for' his personal 
generosity to the payroll on these 
extra days off. Everyone is too 
apathetic to care, anyway. 


The 40-hour week and the 44-hour 


week are short work-weeks and, in 
each case, the week is subject to a 
deduction of at least 5 hours be- 
cause all municipal employes are 
consummate loafers who will man- 
age to kill at least one hour a day. 
I went into a bureau of the state of 
New York recently about three in 
the afternoon and waited respect- 
fully for any one of six young wom- 
en in sight to make the effort to 
recognize my presence. Three of 
them were white and three were 
colored. One white girl was typ- 
ing, possibly some official docu- 
ment, although" it may have been 
something personal. 
The others 


were all reading, filing the nails 
and gossipping. After some deliber- 
ation a colored girl on the recep- 
tin desk pulled herself together, 
asked my business and dragged 
her tired body down a hall to in- 
quire. 


If we assume that the average 


pay of the 55,000 municipal em- 
Dlpyes in the city of New .York is 
$10 a day, then the reduction of .the 
work-week-by four hours run's into 
many millions of dollars a year.

tion such as the exact number of 
employes in each group and the 
actual average pay. I think it is 
more than $10 on the average. 
The so-called sanitation depart- 
ment alone is loaded with high 
salaried bums doing nothing who 
have been planted by the union 
rackets to guard the prerogatives 
of the A. F. of L. The city admin- 
istration is crawling with charac- 
ters whose service is imaginary 
or absolutely worthless, such as 
•the press-agent for Sugar Ray Rob- 
inson, the prizefighter, who was 
appointed at $7,500 a year as a sort 
of ambassador from Harlem to the 
rest of the city. This was strictly 
a handout, dictated by nobody 
quite knows what queer considera- 
tions beyond a hope of propitiating 
some Negro voters at the expense 
of all the.other voters, Negro and 
white, both: 


If we say that the cost of this 


reduction of hours is roughly $250,- 
000 a week we find that the mayor 
is trying to meet the city's terrible 
financial emergency, which has 
been driving business across the 
river into New" Jersey and up into 
Westchester and Connecticut by 
wasting $13,000,000 a year on pay- 
rolls. The thing to do when you are 
broke is not to work less but more; 
not to waste money but to save it. 
No municipal employe ever died 
of overwork on 48 hours a week 
and the 40-hour, five-day week ia 


a device of the devil invented by 
the union rackets under cover of 
the Roosevelt panic to spread the 
work. Basically, it isn't enough 
work to keep people out of mis- 
chief. The Bible said nothing about 
any five-day week but, pointedly, 
to the contrary, said "six days 
shall thou labor." The Bible says 
nothing about overtime or premi- 
um pay for work on Saturdays or 
artificial arbitrary holidays. 


If the city of New York can re- 


duce the work-week by four houra 
for each of 55.000/ employes with- 
out adding to the staff then obvi- 
ously those employes aren't work- 
ing as hard as they could and 
should for the pay they are getting 
already. *In that case, the proper 
thing would be to fire the surplus 
and get the necessary work dona 
by a reasonable staff working at 
least six eight-hour days. There 
are about 500 bunts drawing high 
salaries as commissioners and 
deputies of one thing and another 
who never should have been hired 
in the first place. The streets are 
disgustingly foul. There is evidence 
on every side of decline and cyni- 
cism which did not originate with 
the present bewildered incompe- 
tent, however, but is a cumulative 
heritage from Walker, La Guardia 
and O'Dwyer.

On Stronger 
Senate Post 


WASHINGTON W)-Sen. Taft (R- 


Ohio), essaying a stronger role, 
has decided to take a place on the 
Senate Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee and an active hand in shaping 
foreign policy under the Eisenhow- 
er administration. 


The Ohio senator, already serv- 


ing as GOP floor leader, expects 
10 give up his high rank on the 
tax-handling Senate Finance Com- 
mittee to become fifth man in the 
Republican line on foreign rela- 
tions. 


In that place, he will be in a 


position along with other commit- 
tee members to get first-hand re- 
ports from John Foster Dulles, 
Eisenhower's secretary of state. 


Appearing on an NBC television 


program Sunday, Taft said he 
wanted to switch from the finance 
committee to foreign relations be- 
cause foreign affairs are affected 
by all but about 20 billion of the 
Tfi'/i billion dollars President Tru- 
man has proposed to spend in the 
fiscal year starting July 1. 


Taft may oe accompanied to the 


toreign relations group by three 
other Republicans who share many 
of his views on foreign policy is- 
sues. They aie Senators Langer of 
North Dakota Ferguson of Michi- 
gan and Knowhtnd of California. 
Knowland heads the Senate GOP 
Policy Committee.

CHICAGO —(Special)— Individ- 


uals and business concerns in Illi- 
nois face a federal tax burden of 
more than 5,9 billion dollars as 
their share of the 78.6 billion dollar 
federal budget submitted to con- 
gress Friday by the president, ac- 
cording to estimates made by the 
Illinois State chamber of com- 
merce. These figures were cited 
by Gordon M. Jones, president of 
the state chamber. 


Jones also pointed out that this 


proposed cost of federal govern- 
ment for the next fiscal year aver- 
ages $678 for each man, woman 
and.child in Illinois, or $2,712 for 
each family of four persons. 


He added that this burden of fed- 


eral government cost would be 
more than five times the combined 
total of all taxes of the state of 
Illinois plus property taxes for 
cities, counties, schools and all 
other units of local government in 
Illinois. 


These comparisons are based on 


the fact that federal expenditures 
must be met wholly from taxes, 
now or in the future.

would present the advantages of 
better weather conducive to great- 
er voter participation, campaigns 
would be shorter and therefore 
somewhat less expensive, and the 
issues of the primary campaign 
would be better correlated with 
those of the general election." 


On constitutional reform, he said 


there is no valid reason why the 
term of state treasurers shouldn't 
be lengthened to four years, the 
same as most other state officers, 
rather than the present two years. 
Stratton has just finished his sec- 
ond term as treasurer. 


Wants Change Considered 


He also urged the lawmakers to 


devote "serious attention" to the 
question of'a constitutional amend- 
ment giving Chicago and Cook 
County more seats in the General 
Assembly. The existing lineup, un- 
changed since 1901, gives down- 
state a margin of 32 to 19 in the 
number of districts electing leg- 
islators. 


• Stratton said constitutional re- 
form also is needed to provide a 
better administered court system, 
to speed justice and more evenly 
distribute- the work load of judges. 


Any constitutional changes first 


would have to be approved by the 
legislature and then submitted to 
a state-wide vote. 


Of his recommendation for a 


state crime 
investigating 
com- 


mission, Stratton' said other states 
have used this to "strike blows at 
criminal syndicates and their al- 
liances." He said the commission 
should be non-partisan. 


Without going into details, the 


new governor said he felt that 
state welfare institutions "can and 
must be improved" and adminis-. 
trative costs lowered. 


"I feel that much can be done 


to alleviate and prevent conditions 
which result ultimately in more 
demands for institutional care," 
he added. 


He recommended immediate con- 


struction of a state office building 
in springfield near the Capitol, 
estimated to cost 10 million dol- 
lars. In addition, he called for 
strengthening the state's pure food 
laws and inspection services, mine 
safety and factory safety.

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State Report Shows Polio 
At AU-Time High in '52 


'Total Exceeds 
.Previous Record 
By 1,000 Cases 


SPRINGFIELD —(Special)—The 


number of polio cases recorded in 
Illinois last year reached an all- 
time high of 3,931, the stale De- 
partment of Public Health reports. 


The 1952 total exceeded by more 


than 1,000 the previous high* of 2,- 
910 cases in 1949. 


Among o'ther major rcportable 


diseases, however, the trend in 1952 
was downward. Incidence set new 
record lows in such diseases as 
diphtheria, 
typhoid 
fever 
and 


whooping cough: 


Only 15 cases of diphtheria were 


reported last 'year, In 1951 there 
.were 28. Typhoid fever was diag- 
nosed in 41 cases against 57 in the 
preceding year. Whooping cough, 
which in 1951 struck 1,452 persons, 
fells to 719 last year. 


For the fifth consecutive year not 


one case of smallpox was'reported 
in Illinois. This contrasts with the 
record of smallpox back in the 
1920s when at least one death was 
attributed to the disease in each 
year of that decade and which 
caused 26 deaths in the year 1921. 
Vaccines are 
given 
credit for 


bringing smallpox under control. 


Syphilis cases continued to de- 


cline in 1952 when -7,723 cases were 
reported. In the preceding ye'ar 
there were 9,669 cases. 


Unemployment 
Reported at 
Postwar Low 


WASHINGTON GB— The Depart- 


ment of Commerce estimates un- 
employment reached a new post- 
war low in the United States during 
1952, while employment' w e n t 
slightly above the high level of 
1951. 


Non-farm employment, the re- 


port said, hit what was probably a 
new record in 1952. 
, 


Employment averaged 61,300,000 


In 1952, the department said, "not 
appreciably higher" than in 1951 
but 1,300,000 higher 'than the 1950 
average. 


Unemployment dropped to 1,700,- 


000 compared with 1,900,000 in 1951 
and 3,100,000 in 1950. Unemploy- 
ment can drop more th'an employ- 
ment rises because not everyone 
who loses a job or quits work seeks 
a new job.

Illinois Tax Sources Produce 
$26.5 Million More Than in '51 


SPRINGFIELD-(Special)—The 


state collected $373.095,002 from its 
six major tax sources during 1952, 
an increase of $26,562,501 over the 
preceding ye'ar, a report by the Illi- 
nois Department of Revenue shows. 


Leading revenue producer of the 


six was me sales tax, which 
brought in $195.443,349 last year. 
This was $3,526,928 more than the 
sales tax collections of 1951. 


The biggest increase was shown 


by the motpr fuel tax. In 1352 it 
produced $99,389,176 which was 
519.357,953 greater than the 1951 
total. 


Cigarette tax receipts in 19,52 


totaled 
$30,485.908 as 
compared 


with $28,192,804 in the previous 
year; public utility tax, $24,597.524 
as against $21,637,344, and petro- 
leum inspection tax, $804,608 as 
compared with $787,034. The only 
decline came in the liquor tax 
which fell to $22.374,377 from the 
1951 total of $23,967,675. 


With exception of the petroleum 


inspection tax, December collec- 
tions from these revenue sources 
reflected increases over the same 
month of 1951. The taxes paid to 
the state are on liabilities incurred 
during the preceding month. 


The December collections, with 


December, 1951 figures in paren- 
theses, follow: 


Sales tax, $16,880,950 ($15,940,- 


100); 
cigarette tax, $2,951,148 ($2,- 


311,023); liquor tax, $1,963,115 ($1,- 
303,037); motor fuel tax, '$7,761,- 
925 ($7,422,466); petroleum inspec- 
ti&n tax, $62,208 $64,077); and pub- 
lic utility tax, $3,172,714 .($1,865,- 
928). The big increase in the latter 
resulted when an amount accumu- 
lating over a three-year period be- 
cause of a question of tax liability 
was paid in during December.

ing in that direction through the 
Atlantic Pact. 


What seemed necessary was a 


new concept: A single army made 
up of- troops from the pact part- 
ners on the continent, a kind of 
merged army, under a single lead- 
ership. 


Yet, without troops from West 


Germany as part of this army it 
would seem like a shadow army 
since West Germany, served from 
Eastern Germany by the Russians, 
would be in the direct line of at- 
tack. 


But first an important detail had 


to be taken care of: The big war- 
time allies—U. S., Britain, France

—were still technically at war with 
Germany. 


They couldn't let her re-arm, it 


only to the extent of supplying di- 
visions for the unified European 
army, without some peace arrange 
ments. So they signed with West 
Germany's Chancellor Adenauer 
what was in effect a peace treaty. 


The next day France, Germany, 


Italy, Luxembourg, Belgium and 
Holland signed an agreement for a 
unifujd army. 


It was not final. The agreement 


had to be ratified by the respec- 
tive parliaments of the six nations, 
which called themselves the Euro 
pean Defense Community. 


France's Foreign Minister Schu- 


man, main sponsor in his country 
for European unity, hoped to get 
ratification. But he had opposition 
from Frenchmen who shuddered at 
the thought iof ,a re-armed Ger 
many. 


In West Germany Adenauer, too, 


had opposition from his country' 
men. 


Last week in a reshuffle of the 


French cabinet Schuman was out. 
The critics of the unity agreement 
are talking of changes before any 
a p p r o v a l can be given. The 
changes could be fatal.

TOKYO UP*—Funeral rites which 


broke centuries-old' 'tradition were 
held in the rain today for Prince 
Chichibu, oldest of Emperor Hiro 
hito's three brothers. 


The sportsman prince, 50, died of 


a liver ailment Jan; 4. 


Emperor Hirohito was prevented 


from attending the funeral pf his 
closest brother because of rigid 
imperial household protocol. 


Japanese newspapers, in scath- 


ing denunciations that were un- 
heard o£ in pre-war days, railed 
against the court chamberlains 
who told Hirohito he should not 
violate imperial traditions limiting 
his attendance to funerals of his 
mother and grandmother;

Pope Pius 
Elevates 24 
Prelates 


, VATICAN CITY OB— Pope Pius 
XII today elevated 24 prelates of 
the Roman Catholic church to its 
College of Cardinals in a secret 
consistory opening four days of 
sacred rites here. 


Other cardinals silently bowed 


their heads in agreement and hom- 
age to their sovereign Pontiff as 
the Pope announced his choices at 
a meeting of the college in the 
100-fooHong marbled Consistorial 
Hall, the largest chamber' of the 
Pope's Vatican apartment. 


The historic act brought the en- 


rollment of the 
college—the 


church's senate—to its full quota 
of 70 cardinals for the first time 
in nearly 200 years. 


The new cardinals include the 


first wearer of the red hat from 
the United States' Far West. James 
Francis Mclntyre, archbishop of 
Los Angeles. 


The Pope officially made known 


his nominations in an address dur- 
ing which he recalled that seven 
years had passed since the post- 
war consistory of 1946. At that 
time he named 32 cardinals—the 
highest number elevated at one 
time in the history of the church. 


Singe then, he said, the college 


had suffered grave losses of emi 
nent men. 


The Pope said he was moved to 


create new cardinals not only to 
bring the college to its full comple 
ment but also by a desire to re- 
ward those who had "distinguished 
themselves in our eyes by their 
active and prudent conduct and 
notably contributed to the Christian 
religion." 


Cardinal Mclntyre received his 


"biglietto" of notification at the 
historic North American Pontifical 
College, on Rome's H u m i l i t y 
Street. A large throng of friends 
and fellow clergy applauded as he 
opened the big white envelope and 
read the message inside in silence. 


Mclntyre. then handed the bigli- 


etto to Bishop Martin J. O'Connor, 
the rector of the North American 
lollege, who read the message 


aloud. The announcement said the 
Pope had elevated the American 
prelate. 
, 


Here at the Vatican, meanwhile, 


the Pope was continuing his ad- 
dress to the older cardinals. 


Referring to the fact that the 


new cardinals extend representa- 
tion in the college to 27 nations— 
the broadest distribution in the 
church's nearly 2,000 years of his- 
tory, the Pontiff said he had aimed 
in his selection for just such an 
extension.

He initiated 
a world-wide artificial cattle breed- 
ng service through a farming pro-* 
ram at his farm ' in McHenry 


County. He also was active in pro- 
moting 4-H and Future Farmers 
of America programs.

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Reds Strike With Biggest 
Infantry Blow of New Year 


SEOUL (*>— The heaviest Red as- 


sault of the new year smashed 
against the lines of a newly-acti- 
vated South Korean division today. 
The 
Allied soldiers held their 


ground, killed an estimated 213 of 
the attacking 800 Reds, and forced 
the Communists into retreat after 
three hours of close-quarter fight- 
ing. 


Battles flared with renewed bit- 


terness all along the frozen Korean 
Front. Altogether the Reds hurled 
nearly 1,500 men-into the pre-dawn 
fighting in bloody but futile at- 
tempts to dent the U.N. lines. 


The U.S. Eighth Army said the 


main Red blow fell against the Re- 
public of Korea (ROK) 12th Divi- 
sio non the mountainous Eastern 
Front. Gen. James A. Van Fleet 
announced the activation of the 


12th and 15th ROK divisions only 
two months ago. This was the first 
indication that either had seen 
combat. 


In the air war, Allied fighter- 


bombers roared north in followup 
raids on the vital Sinanju supply 
center deep in Northwest Korea. 
Ten U.S. B29s dropped 100 tons of 
high explosives on rail-yards ther* 
Sunday night. The trip-hammer 
blows are part of a concerted effort 
to smash a main Red supply line 
from Manchuria to the front lines. 


The Eastern Front fighting flared 


northeast of the Punchbowl. North 
Korean Reds struck through 4 
snowstorm with 650 men in one at« 
tack and 150 more in another a& 
sault just after midnight. 


At about the same time a heavy 


Chinese Red attack hit Capitol Hill 
on the East-Central Front.
